A  record  breaking  day  by  the 
Knight  running  backs  helped 
Wartburg  pummel  the  William  Penn 
Statesmen  67-7  at  Schield  Stadium. 

The  Homecoming  victory  lifted 
Wartburg's  record  to  2-3  overall  and 
2-2  in  the  Iowa  conference. 

The  Knights'  offense  set  two 
school  records,  one  for  663  yards 
overall  and  the  other  for  554  rushing 
yards. 

"I  was  pleased  the  way  we  moved 
the  ball  consistently  the  entire  ball 
game,"  Coach  Bob  Nielson  said.  "We 
controlled  the  line  of  scrimmage  all 
day  even  with  many  substitutes 
coming  in  and  out." 

The  Statesmen  came  into  the  ball 
game  leading  the  conference  in  total 
offense  and  the  Wartburg  defense 
intercepted  six  passes  which  held 
them  to  161  total  yards. 

Mark  Kelly  had  touchdown  runs  of 
two  and  three  yards,  and  Mark  Ander- 
son had  a  4 1  -yard  interception  return 

for  a  touchdown  to  give  Wartburg  a 
20-0  first  quarter  lead. 

Nick  Smith  pounded  his  way  into

"The  young  men  responded  well 
after  two  frustrating  weeks,"  Nielson 
said. 

In  the  third  quarter  Wartburg 
increased  its  lead  to  55-0  as  Todd 
Casey  caught  a  23-yard  pass  from  Ott 
for  a  touchdown,  Aaron  Stecker 
streaked  into  the  end  zone  from  one 
yard  out  and  Brian  King  scored  on  a 
one  yard  run. 

Don  Smith  got  the  fourth  quarter 
going  with  a  67-yard  touchdown  run. 
The  Knight  reserves  gave  up  their 
only  touchdown  of  the  day  midway 
through  the  final  period  and  Rick 
Thompson  had  a  one-yard  touchdown 
run  to  cap  off  the  scoring  67-7. 

"Coach  Burke  and  the  rest  of  the 
coaches  did  an  excellent  job  prepar- 
ing for  the  game,"  Nielson  said.  "We 
confused  them  with  different  cover- 
ages and  shut  their  passing  attack 
down." 

Bob  Beatty  led  the  Knights  with 


161  yards  on  20  carries.  Kelly  had  15 
carries  for  73  yards;  Don  Smith,  one 
carry  for  67  yards;  Nick  Smith,  seven 
carries  for  55  yards;  Brian  Bina,  six 
carries  for  47  yards,  and  King,  1 1 
carries  for  40  yards. 

For  the  quarterbacks,  Ott  was  five 
of  14  for  77  yards  and  Stecker  was 
two  of  two  for  28  yards. 

Mike  Gabrielson  caught  five 
passes  for  54  yards.  Casey  had  one 
catch  for  23  yards;  Burke  Swenson, 
one  catch  for  1 5  yards  and  Rick 
Brooks,  one  catch  for  13  yards  on  the 
day. 

"Tony  Van  Oort  had  a  great  game 
with  three  big  interceptions,"  Nielson 
said.  "He  did  a  good  job  reading 
patterns  and  reacting  to  the  quarter- 
back." 

Craig  Bode  and  Eric  Sigg  led  the 
Knights  with  four  tackles  each.  Van 
Oort  added  three  stops  and  Derrick 
Good,  Bob  Pagel,  Craig  Barnum,  Joe 
Walczyk,  Chad  Klunder,  Bill 
Zimmerman,  Brad  Tholen,  Mike 
Caldwell,  and  Tim  Ham  all  had  two 
tackles.

These  and  a  number  of  other 
humorous  classics  by  the  humorist 
James  Thurber  came  to  life  when  "A 
Thurber  Carnival"  came  to  Wartburg. 

"A  Thurber  Carnival"  is  a 
staged  anthology  in  revue  form  of  some 
of  the  most  zany  short  stories,  fables, 
childhood  recollections,  and  cartoons 
that  first  appeared  in  The  New  Yorker 
Magazine  and  later  in  a  series  of  books 
by  the  man  Time  Magazine  called  "the 
most  splendidly  mad  of  the  humorists." 

The  revue  is  a  culling  of  30 
years  of  Thurber  satires  on  a  world  in 
which  everyone  is  to  some  extent  out  of 
their  minds. 

When  it  was  first  presented  in 
New  York  in  1960, "  A  Thurber  Carni- 
val" achieved  an  overwhelming  success 
and  proved  that  the  Thurbian  mixture 
of  deadpan  humor,  imagination,  and 
intelligence  can  be  as  funny  when 
spoken  as  read. 

By  means  of  a  pair  of  scenes 
called  "word  dances,"  some  of 
Thurber's  most  hilarious  cartoon- 
captions  find  theatrical  expression.  In 
these  scenes,  couples  are  dancing  and 
their  small-talk  is  heard  during  music 
lulls. 

The  audience  also  heard  a 
recital  of  the  immortal  Thurber  tale 
about  "The  Night  the  Bed  Fell"  and 
wondered  how  history  might  have 
changed  "If  Grant  Had  Been  Drinking 
at  Appomattox.""  There  also  was  the 
story  of  "The  Last  Flower"  and  a  new 
twist  on  Little  Red  Riding  Hood  with 
Mr.  Preble,  a  homicidal-bent  character 
as  the  wolf.

One  of  the  unique  things  about 
Wartburg  is  its  large  International 
population.  Students  from  all  over 
the  world  come  to  Wartburg  to 
experience  an  education  in  the 
United  States.

It  was  a  dream  season 
for  Head  Coach  Steve 
Johnson's  women's  cross 
country  team  as  the 
Knights  finished  the  year 
with  a  third-place  finish  at 
the  Division  III  National 
Championships  held  in 
Newport  News,  VA. 

The  Knights  finished 
with  105  points,  just  seven 
points  away  from  the 
national  title  and  two  points 
away  from  second. 

"To  be  only  seven 
points  away  from  a  na- 
tional championship  is  past 
the  point  of  excitement," 
Johnson  said.  "The  im- 
provement over  the  past 
two  years  has  been  incred- 
ible." 

In  the  championship 
race,  all  the  Knights' 
runners  finished  with 
personal  best  times  over  the 
5000  meter  course.  It  was 
freshman  sensation  Robyn 
Olson  leading  the  way  once 
again  for  the  Knights  by 
capturing  12th  place  over- 
all to  earn  All-American 


honors. 

"It  was  a  thrill  for 
Robyn  to  be  All-Ameri- 
can, but  we  were  the  only 
team  to  have  only  one  All- 
American,"  Johnson  said. 
"That  just  shows  our 
balance.  To  have  two 
runners  in  the  thirties,  one 
in  the  forties,  and  two  in 
the  seventies  is  just  incred- 
ible." 

Rounding  out  the  rest 
of  the  scoring  for  the 
Knights  were  Shannon 
Timmins,  18:35,  34th; 
Laura  Garton,  18:35,  35th; 
Bridget  Carney,  18:44, 
45th;  Valerie  Foreman, 
19:09,  74th;  Laura  Max, 
19:14,  79th;  and  Sally 
Balvin,  19:59,  114th. 

"We  developed  a 
strategy  to  run  a  paced 
race,"  Johnson  said.  "At 
the  end  of  the  first  mile,  if 
the  race  would  have  been 
stopped  there,  we  would've 
finished  last.  We  went 
from  the  back  to  the  front 
and  paced  ourselves  well."

Three  school  records 
fell  as  the  Knights' 
football  squad  posted  a 
6-4  record  under  first- 
year  coach  Bob  Nielson. 

Placekicker  Corey 
Halverson  set  the  only 
individual  record  by 
successfully  kicking  31 
of  38  PAT  attempts. 
That  gives  him  a  career 
total  of  105  of  120, 
which  is  the  new  record. 
The  other  two  marks  are 
single  game  records. 
The  Knights  rushed  for 
554  yards  against  Wil- 
liam Penn,  breaking  the 
record  of  388  set  against 
Dubuque  earlier  in  the 
year.  The  Knights  also 
had  663  yards  in  total 
offense  against  the 
Statesmen,  breaking  the 
old  record  of  6 1 1  set 
against  Cornell  in  1982. 

Bob  Beatty  became 
only  the  third  running 
back  in  Wartburg  his- 
tory to  rush  for  a  thou- 
sand yards  in  a  season. 
He  finished  with  1,026 
and  nine  touchdowns  in 
232  carries. 

Other  leaders  were 
Andy  Ott,  who  emerged 
as  one  of  the  IIAC's  top 
quarterbacks,  leading 


the  conference  in  passing 
efficiency.  For  the  season, 
he  completed  53.4  percent 
of  his  passes,  78  of  146,  for 
1,122  yards  and  ten  touch- 
downs. 

Ott's  favorite  targets 
were  wide  receiver  Mike 
Gabrielson,  who  caught  29 
passes  for  401  yards  and 
two  touchdowns  and  tight 
end  Todd  Casey,  who 
caught  21  passes  for  314 
yards  and  four  touchdowns. 
Wide  receiver  Don  Smith 
had  15  receptions  for  291 
yards  and  one  touchdown. 

On  the  defensive  side, 
the  leading  tackier  was 
middle  linebacker  Bob 
Pagel,  who  recorded  78.

Two  team  records  fell  as  the 
Knights'  young  volleyball  team 
posted  its  sixth  consecutive  20- 
win  season  under  second-year 
coach  Robin  Baker. 

The  Knights,  who  finished 
20-16  in  all  matches,  set  season 
marks  for  most  kills,  1,193,  and 
most  assists,  1,053.  The  old 
records  were  1,181  kills  in 
1989  and  1,038  assists  in  1990. 

Individual  leaders  for  this 
year's  squad  included  hitter 
Molly  Thoren,  who  led  the 
Knights  in  kills  with  311, 
attack  attempts  with  747,  and 
percentage  with  .236;  setter 
Tina  Cook,  in  assists  with  666, 
assist  attempts  with  1,838,  and 


digs  with  206;  hitter  Laura 
Berkeland,  in  service  aces  with 
63;  and  hitter  Andrea  Wilt,  in 
block  solos  with  34,  and  block 
assists  with  55. 

Cook  was  the  only  senior  on 
the  roster  and  was  placed  on  the 
AU-IIAC  second  team  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 

"We  lose  only  one  senior  this 
year,  and  we  have  five  starters 
back,"  Baker  said. 

"What  we  really  need  to  work 
on  for  next  year  is  mental 
consistency,"  Baker  said.  "We 
are  as  physically  talented  as 
anyone  in  the  conference,  but  we 
have  to  concentrate  on  the 
mental  part  of  our  game."

It  was  a  record-breaking 
year  for  the  women's 
basketball  team  as  the 
sixth-ranked  Knights  broke 
16  individual  and  team 
records  and  tied  two  others. 

The  Knights  won  their 
second  Iowa  Conference 
championship  in  three  years 
with  a  23-4  record  overall 
and  a  perfect  16-0  record  in 
the  conference  and  ad- 
vanced to  the  final  eight 
teams  in  the  NCAA  Divi- 
sion III  play-offs.  The 
Knights  were  upset  by  rival 
Luther  70-61  in  the  cham- 
pionship game  of  the 
Central  Sectional. 

"When  we  went  into  the 
season  we  knew  we  would 
have  a  good  team,"  Coach 
Monica  Severson  said.  "We 
met  our  expectations,  and, 
in  fact,  I  think  we  may  have 
even  exceeded  them." 

Until  falling  to  Luther, 
the  Knights  had  won  17 
games  in  a  row,  a  school 
record,  shattering  the  old 
mark  of  12.  The  23  wins  in 
a  season  also  is  a  record, 
the  old  being  22  set  in 
1989-90. 

Other  team  records 
include  most  free  throws 
made  in  a  game  with  3 1 ; 
most  points  in  a  season  , 


2094;  best  scoring  average 
for  a  season,  40;  most 
rebounds  in  a  season, 
1,111;  and  most  blocked 
shots  in  a  season,  81. 

Lisa  Uhlenhopp  and 
Kathy  Roberts  became  the 
Knights'  top  two  career 
scorers  and  in  the  process 
rewrote  a  number  of 
individual  records. 

Uhlenhpp  ends  her 
career  at  Wartburg  with 
1,707  points,  while  Rob- 
erts, who  still  has  a  year 
remaining,  is  right  on  her 
heels  with  1,583. 
Uhlenhopp  also  set  records 
for  most  points  in  a  game 
with  37  and  most  field 
goals  in  a  career,  700. 

Roberts  broke  the 
records  for  most  free 
throws  in  a  game,  18;  most 
three-point  goals  in  a 
season,  38;  and  most 
career  free  throws  make, 
478  and  attempted,  614. 

Both  were  named  to  the 
first  All-IIAC  team  by  the 
league's  coaches,  and  both 
were  named  All-Tourna- 
ment in  the  Central  Sec- 
tion. Roberts  was  voted  the 
conference's  Most  Valu- 
able Player.

Despite  seeing  its 
offensive  average  fall  off 
by  21  points  from  a  year 
ago,  the  Knight's  men's 
basketball  team  was  still 
able  to  finish  with  a  15-10 
record. 

The  major  difference 
for  the  Knights,  who 
started  the  season  with  just 
one  returning  starter,  is 
that  they  also  improved 
their  defensive  average  by 
11.1.

The  top  shooter  from 
the  floor  among  the 
regular^  was  forward  Jeff 
Isaacson,  who  shot  54. 1 
percent.  Haupt  led  the 
Knights  at  the  free  throw 
line,  averaging  80.4 
percent.  Matt  Leary  was 
tops  among  all  players  in 
field  goal  percentage  with 
60.0,  and  Tom  Pickett  led 
the  team  in  blocked  shots 
with  37.

On  the  women's  side, 
Robyn  Olson  was  a  double 
winner  by  winning  both  the 
5000  and  3000  meter  runs 
in  18:36  and  10:31.
